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1) Intro : ...but they were short lived. Mom said the rabbits 
got them. But the rabbits didn't get the big garden. What 
was the problem. I believe dad was in a hurry and really 
didn't prepare the soil for the seed. The soil is very 
important in having a fruitful harvest. Well that is exactly 
what the Lord Jesus is telling us in this parable. 
Remember a parable has one main point. It is heard not 
studied over. What is that main point: Despite the fact 
that the seed was not fruitful in every soil, nevertheless 
some seed were fruitful! But upon closer inspection, we 
can see some more insight in the reception of the word of 
God. Notice first:... 

2) 2 Corinthians 4:3-4 But if our gospel be hid, it is hid to 
them that are lost: In whom the god of this world hath 
blinded the minds of them which believe not, lest the 
light of the glorious gospel of Christ, who is the image of 
God, should shine unto them. 

3) ...Remember those who have a softened and responsive 
heart shall be given more, but those who have a 
hardened heart shall have what little that is given to 
them taken away. 
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1) ...Was he or she saved? Upon our death, let their be no 
question, let their be no arguments by our lives willing 
response to the word of God.
